Th e Russian pleni- 
jotentiurif s accuinpnniwl by their sec­ 
retaries called on Baron Koiuura and 
Takabira. and were in conference with 
them for half an hour. J apan having 
previously 
indicated 
through 
Baron 
Kornura h er willingness for an armis­ 
tice de Witte supposed that he would 
find them ready to sign. 
Baron Ko- 
nmra ex plained that while his govern­ 
ment was read y to consent to an armis­ 
tice his 
instructions were that 
this 
should not take effect until after the 
signing of the treaty. 
J a p s sticks to llis P oin t. 
The discussion lasted 
for half an 
hour, tlie Russian position being that 
J apan’s contention was without prece­ 
dent. and that TLthe armistice was not 
to take effect ifntil the signing of the 
treaty it was praotic lly unnecessary. 
However, the J apanese were insistent, 
and an agreement was accordingly en­ 
tered into providing for an armistice 
which shall take effect the moment the 
treaty is signed. 
Sa to M a kes an E x pla n a tion. 
Sato, in ex planation of J apan’s in­ 
sistence that the armistice shall 
not 
go into effect until the treaty is signed, 
said: 
“ It is necessary th at not only 
the commanders in the field, but all the 
commanders of ships, sh all be notified, 
and this necessarily requires a little 
time.

accord. 
When 
Baron Ko- 
mura left Dennison ai <1 Adachi he en­ 
tered the apartments 
of 
de Witte, 
where they were joined by de Mar­ 
tens and Ifiancon. 
This conference lasted for about half 
an hour, when the J apanese returned 
to Baron Komura’s apartments leav­ 
ing de Witte and his couferrees, who 
remained in conference for more than 
an hour. 
I*e Witte and Baron 
Ivo- 
mura had no difficulty in coming to an 
agreement on the disputed points, and 
at today’s session the framers of the 
treaty ex pect to complete their work. 
The only possible hitch on the hori­ 
zon of the peace conference, accord­ 
ing to reports current 
here, which, 
however, are not officially 
confirmed, 
arises out of 
an- evulcut 
misunder­ 
standing over the question of the neu­ 
tralization of the island of Sakhalin. 
According to the J apanese the under­ 
standing reached on Tuesday contem­ 
plated a mutual obligation on the part 
of the two countries not 
to 
fortify 
their respective possessions on the isl­ 
and. 
At 
St. 
Petersburg, 
however, 
there seems to have been an assump­ 
tion that the agreement involved free­ 
dom of action upon the part of Rus- 
eia in this respect in the north of Sak­ 
halin. with an obligation on the part 
of the J apanese not to fortify or use 
for strategic 
purposes 
the 
portion 
owned by her before 1876. which is to 
be retroceded in the present treaty. 
It is understood to be the present in­ 
tention of the Tokio government not 
to make public the conditions of peace 
until the ratification of the treaty has 
been ex changed. 
The official ex pla­ 
nation is that this is the “ regular dip­ 
lomatic 
method 
of 
procedure,” but 
among the J apanese correspondents 
considerable 
suspicion 
has 
been 
aroused by tin» fact that 
until now 
their cablegrams giving the terms of 
peace have not 
passed 
the 
censor. 
They do not hesitate to say the gov­ 
ernment is anx ious about the effect on 
public opinion when it becomes known 
that J apan waived her demand for in­ 
demnity to obtain peace. 
Tbe ceremony of signing the treaty 
will he as quiet ami unostentatious as 
possible. Both sides desire to avoid any 
spectacular features. Both realize that 
the treaty will not be popular in their 
respective countries. In J apan.especial­ 
ly, there Is ex pected to be a great out­ 
cry.
